Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  indeed  a pleasure  to  resume  my  association  with  you  all.  My  period 
in  1970  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  a pleasant  one,  even  though, 
at  that  time,  I was  not  able  to  fully  associate  myself  with  all  Council  activities. 
I would  like  to  thank  my  predecessor.  Dr.  T.  A.  Plumley,  for  his  kindness  and 
help  during  the  period  under  review.  In  fact,  this  is  really  his  report. 

I am  happy  to  record  that  from  the  Public  Health  angle  no  serious  epidemics 
or  untoward  incidents  occurred.  The  serious  problem  of  housing  remains  and 
is  always  a cause  of  great  concern  in  the  Public  Health  field,  as  indeed  it  is  to 
the  Council  as  a whole.  There  is  no  short  answer. 

There  has  been  a moderate  amount  of  measles  about  during  1970  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  free  immunisation  has  been  available  from  Surrey  County 
Council  Clinics  and  General  Practitioners.  So  far,  insufficient  parents  have 
taken  advantage  of  these  facilities.  The  first  vaccine  used  was  rather  fierce 
and  adverse  publicity  hindered  the  campaign.  May  I assure  everybody  that 
the  present  vaccine  is  quite  safe. 

There  were  fourteen  lung  cancer  deaths  during  the  period  under  review. 
This  is  a high  figure  for  a rural  district  and  reflects  the  alarming  national 
figure  of  30,000  deaths  annually.  I repeat  the  Chief  Medical  Officer’s  warning 
that  smoking  is  the  major  Public  Health  problem  of  today.  If  only  10%  of 
these  casualties  occurred  in  a major  disaster,  there  would  be  national  outrage. 
Are  we  logical  in  tolerating  this  almost  completely  preventable  hazard  ? I hope 
the  Public  Health  Committee  can  consider  the  problem  during  the  coming  year. 

Noise  continues  to  be  a problem  around  Gatwick  Airport,  although  some 
comfort  may  be  had  from  the  recent  Government  decision  not  to  have  a second 
runway.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that  no  complaint  has  ever  been 
received  by  your  Public  Health  Department  in  spite  of  the  complaints  of  various 
pressure  groups. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  a piped  water  supply  has  now  been  laid  to  Broad- 
moor. This  leaves  only  a few  very  isolated  properties  still  without  a piped  supply. 

During  the  year  plans  were  laid  for  a large  sewerage  scheme  in  the  South 
Holmwood  area.  I am  sure  the  great  expense  involved  will  bring  great  benefit 
to  all  in  the  area. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  on  Local  Government  reform  and  the 
associated  Green  Paper  and  Consultative  Document  on  the  reorganisation  of 
the  National  Health  Service.  Just  how  the  changes  will  affect  us  in  this  area  is 
difficult  to  foresee  fully  just  now,  but  I am  looking  forward  to  a period  of 
close  liaison  with  you  all. 

During  my  previous  period  with  you  I was  able  to  attend  a number  of 
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Old  People’s  Welfare  Committees.  (I  prefer  the  American  term  ‘Senior  Citizens’.) 
I would  like  to  commend  their  good  work  which  will  continue  to  receive  my 
interest  and  support.  Naturally  this  applies  equally  to  all  the  organisations 
which  contribute  to  Community  care.  I am  happy  to  report  that  I was  able 
to  speak  to  a number  of  schools  and  other  organisations  about  various  aspects 
of  Health  Education  including  the  drug  problem.  I feel  this  is  a sphere  which 
must  be  actively  encouraged  and  I would  be  most  happy  to  help  where  I can. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  Councillors,  and  especially  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  support  and  I look 
forward  to  a future  happy  relationship.  My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  E.  A. 
Atkinson  and  his  very  able  assistants  for  their  very  ready  help  and  co-operation. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  willing 
help  and  advice.  My  own  Secretary  and  staff  have  been  most  loyal  and  con- 
scientious during  the  year  and  I sincerely  thank  them  also.

Live  births  numbered  538.  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  15-9. 
Details  such  as  age  and  sex  distribution  affect  local  birth  rates  and  invalidate 
comparison  with  the  rates  of  other  districts  in  England  and  Wales.  To  overcome 
this  a comparability  factor  is  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  which,  when 
applied  to  the  crude  birth  rate,  gives  a figure  which  may  be  used  for  purposes 
of  comparison.  For  1970  the  factor  given  was  1-00  and  the  crude  and  standard- 
ised birth  rates  were,  therefore,  identical.  Comparison  of  the  rate  with  past 
years  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  13.  The  standardised  birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1970  was  16-0. 

Twenty-seven  live  births  were  registered  as  illegitimate,  the  percentage  of 
illegitimate  to  legitimate  births  was  5-0  compared  with  7-0  in  1969. 

There  was  one  still  birth  compared  with  eight  in  1969,  giving  a still  birth  rate 
of  2*0.  The  still  birth  rate  was  15-0  in  1969. 


DEATHS 

Deaths  assigned  to  the  area  numbered  329  representing  a crude  death  rate 
of  9-7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  compared  with  a rate  of  10-6  in 
1969.  A comparability  factor  (1-09)  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar  General 
which  may  be  applied  to  the  crude  death  rate  for  use  in  comparing  the  local 
death  rate  with  those  of  other  areas  in  England  and  Wales.  The  factor  makes 
allowance  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution  of  local  populations. 
Application  of  the  factor  to  the  local  rate  increased  it  from  9*7  to  10-6.  This 
compares  favourably  with  the  standardised  rate  of  11-7  for  England  and  Wales.

2.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

The  Horley  and  District  Cottage  Hospital  is  the  only  hospital  situated  in 
the  district.  It  has  a bed  complement  of  16  and  is  staffed  by  the  local  general 
practitioners  with  a panel  of  consultants  whose  services  can  be  called  upon 
if  necessary. 

The  Dorking  General  Hospital  and  the  Redhill  General  Hospital,  together 
with  its  branch  at  Smallfield,  provide  accommodation  for  medical,  surgical, 
geriatric  and  maternity  cases,  and  it  is  to  these  that  the  majority  of  patients 
requiring  in-treatment  are  admitted.  Residents  of  the  Parish  of  Headley  are 
usually  accommodated  in  hospitals  in  Leatherhead  and  Epsom. 

A patient  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  and  requiring  hospitalisation 
may  be  admitted  to  one  of  a number  of  hospitals,  depending  on  the  accom- 
modation available  at  the  time.  Five  such  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital 
during  1970. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratories  available  to  medical  practitioners  are  provided  at  the  East 
Surrey  Hospital,  the  Redhill  General  Hospital,  the  Dorking  General  Hospital, 
and  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Guildford.  Examination  of  specimens  in  connection 
with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  are  referred  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Guildford. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty- two  specimens  were  taken  during  the  year  (192  in 
1969)  of  which  111  contained  infectious  organisms  (45  in  1969). 

This  Laboratory  also  undertakes  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of 
water  supplies,  milk  and  food,  including  ice-cream  and  biological  examinations 
for  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  and  the  results  of  these  tests  are  shown  in  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report. 

I wish  to  thank  Dr.  G.  T.  Cook,  the  Director,  and  his  staff  at  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  for  their  continuing  co-operation  in  bacteriological  matters.  Their 
ready  advice  and  interest  in  other  Public  Health  problem.s  are  also  gratefully 
acknowledged. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  a function  of  the  Surrey  County  Council.  The 
Ambulance  Control  for  the  area  is  at  Banstead  (Burgh  Heath  53491). 

MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

Bodies  from  the  parishes  of  Horley  and  Charlwood  requiring  post  mortem 
examination  are  received  by  the  mortuary  at  the  Redhill  General  Hospital. 

For  the  remaining  parishes  of  the  Rural  District,  the  mortuary  facilities 
provided  by  the  Epsom  District  Hospital  are  available.

The  provision  of  services  relating  to  the  care  of  mothers  and  children,  health 
visiting,  midwifery  and  home  nursing,  cervical  cytology,  chiropody,  immunis- 
ation and  vaccination,  and  home  helps  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Surrey  County 
Council  as  local  health  authority.  Day-to-day  administration  is  delegated  to 
the  South  Eastern  Divisional  Health  and  Welfare  Sub-Committee  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  with  headquarters  at  ‘Graywood’,  1 Castlefield  Road, 
Reigate  (Reigate  46843).

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION  AGAINST 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  and  measles, 
and  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  vaccination  can  be  obtained  from  general 
practitioners  under  the  terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  or  on  appli- 
cation at  the  County  Council  Health  Clinics.  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is 
restricted  to  persons  aged  40  years  and  under,  though  this  vaccination  is  avail- 
able to  people  whose  occupation  is  thought  to  carry  additional  risk  of  infection, 
and  also  to  expectant  mothers. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  at  Chest  Clinics  to 
contacts  in  the  family  of  tuberculous  persons  if  preliminary  skin  testing  shows 
that  they  have  not  already  been  infected.  The  vaccination  of  school  leavers  is 
carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  collaboration  with  the  County  Health  Services,  arrangements  were  made 
during  the  year  for  the  display  of  posters  on  Council  notice-boards,  in  libraries, 
and  other  suitable  locations  in  Council  premises. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to  carry  out  individual  health  education 
with  respect  to  food  handlers. 

STAFF  MEDICALS 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Adviser  on  staff  appointments 
and  sickness. 


VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 
Family  Planning  Association 

Clinics  are  available  at  the  Dorking  General  Hospital,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  the  Medical  Superintendent.  Clinics 
are  also  held  at  Horley  Clinic,  Kings  Road,  Horley,  and  the  Health  Centre, 
Shaws  Corner,  Reigate.  The  last  two  are  by  appointment  only.  During  the 
year  a total  of  1046  visits  were  made,  compared  with  809  the  previous  year, 
and  these  included  92  first  visits  to  the  Horley  Clinic. 

The  Samaritans 

Branches  of  ‘The  Samaritans’  are  available  at  69  Woodbridge  Road,  Guild- 
ford (Guildford  2345),  at  5 St.  Mary’s  Road,  Reigate  (Reigate  48444),  and  at 
45  Lower  Fairfield  Road,  Leatherhead  (Leatherhead  5555).  Seven  hundred  and 
twenty-six  calls  were  received  during  the  year  by  the  Guildford  Branch,  which 
includes  the  Rural  District  area. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED 
National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 
Section  31 — Meals  for  Old  People 

The  Rural  District  Council  supports  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service, 
the  Holmwood  Women’s  Institute,  and  the  Parochial  Church  Council  of 
Buckland  in  maintaining  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Scheme  for  the  benefit  of 
elderly  and  handicapped  persons  in  the  Parishes  of  Betchworth,  Buckland, 
Capel,  Charlwood,  Holmwood,  and  Horley. 
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The  Council’s  contribution  to  the  scheme  is  2/-  per  meal,  plus  the  cost  of 
carrying  the  meals  at  a rate  of  7d.  per  mile. 

In  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1970,  a total  of  8,180  meals 
were  served  (7,578 — 1969). 

The  organisations  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success  of  this  service 
which  is  so  effective  in  helping  the  elderly  to  remain  in  their  homes. 

Section  47 

Under  the  1948  Act,  power  is  given  to  the  local  authority  to  apply  to  the 
Magistrates’  Court  for  an  Order  to  obtain  the  removal,  for  a period  not  exceed- 
ing three  months,  of  persons  suffering  from  chronic  illness  or  infirmity  who, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  are  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention,  and  are 
unable  to  manage  for  themselves.  An  amending  Act,  which  came  into  force 
in  1951,  enables  authorities  to  adopt  a more  expeditious  procedure  in  cases 
requiring  urgent  attention. 

No  action  was  taken  specifically  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

Section  50 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  section  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  arrange 
for  the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  it  appears  to  the 
authority  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  has  been, 
or  is  being  undertaken. 

During  the  year  the  Council  was  required  to  exercise  this  power,  and  arrange 
for  the  funeral  of  an  unidentified  male  person  found  dead  near  the  River  Mole 
at  Gatwick  Airport. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962 
Horley  Elderly  Persons  Welfare  and  Community  Care  Committee 

Under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Edmonds,  the  Horley  Elderly 
Persons  Welfare  and  Community  Care  Committee  has  increased  and  instituted 
various  services  to  help  and  to  support  the  elderly  in  Horley  and  nearby  areas. 

The  Horley  Day  Centre  opened  in  March  1969,  at  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance 
Hall,  Horley,  and  since  then  has  been  well  attended  by  the  elderly.  It  functions 
every  Thursday  and  besides  providing  a midday  meal  and  snacks  also  offers 
vital  companionship  for  those  who  are  normally  housebound. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Edmonds,  the  Committee  Members  and  all  other 
people  giving  their  time  to  this  voluntary  service  for  their  kindly  assistance, 
enthusiasm,  and  interest  during  the  year. 
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3.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  East  Surrey  Water  Company  provides  piped  water  supplies  to  ten  of 
the  twelve  parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  namely  Betchworth,  Buckland,  Cape! 
and  Ockley,  Charlwood,  Eleadley,  Horley,  Newdigate,  Leigh,  Holmwood,  and 
also  supplies  the  Ranmore  area  of  Wotton. 

The  Supply  to  the  parishes  of  Holmwood,  Capel,  and  Ockley  is  derived  from 
the  series  of  wells  sunk  into  the  Folkestone  beds  on  the  western  outskirts  of 
Dorking.  This  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  softened  before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  remainder  of  the  area  is  obtained,  to  a great  extent,  from 
deep  wells  in  the  chalk  on  the  North  Downs,  and  is  softened  and  chlorinated 
before  distribution.  Additional  supplies  are  available  from  boreholes  in  the 
greensand  formation. 

The  West  Surrey  Water  Board  supply  piped  water  to  the  parish  of  Abinger 
and  to  the  greater  part  of  the  parish  of  Wotton.  This  water  is  obtained  from 
deep  boreholes  in  the  greensand  located  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District. 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  qualities  of  the  water  supplies  from  both 
undertakings  have  remained  consistently  satisfactory  and  of  a high  standard  of 
purity  during  the  year.  A trace  of  natural  fluoride  is  present. 


Extension  of  Piped  Water  Supplies 

There  are  still  a few  areas  mainly  in  isolated  parts  of  the  District  where 
water  is  obtained  from  wells  and  springs. 

Constructional  works  are  now  in  progress  to  provide  a main  piped  water 
supply  to  the  remaining  isolated  areas  principally  in  the  Parish  of  Wotton 
where  at  present  water  is  obtained  from  wells  and  springs. 

During  the  year  certain  private  water  supplies  were  sampled  for  purity,  and 
in  cases  where  the  supply  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  advice  as  to  the 
precautions  to  be  taken  was  given. 

A continuing  review  of  the  number  of  houses  with  a piped  water  supply 
during  the  year  shows  the  following  premises  depend  upon  shallow  wells  or

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Briefly  the  position  with  regard  to  the  sewerage  systems  which  exist  in  seven 
of  the  twelve  parishes  is  as  follows: — 

ABINGER 

(a)  Forest  Green 

This  hamlet  is  served  by  a small  sewage  disposal  plant.  No 
extensions  to  the  present  system  were  introduced  during  the  course 
of  the  year. 

(b)  Abinger  Hammer 

The  sewer  which  serves  Abinger  Hammer  village  discharges  into 
the  sewers  of  the  Guildford  Rural  District,  and  the  sewage  is  eventu- 
ally treated  at  the  sewage  works  belonging  to  the  City  of  Guildford. 

BUCKLAND  AND  BETCHWORTH 

Parts  of  these  two  Parishes  are  sewered  by  a gravitational  system  to 
pumping  stations  where  it  is  pumped  into  the  sewers  of  the  Dorking 
Urban  District  Council  for  treatment  by  that  authority. 

CAPEL 

The  Parish  of  Capel  is  served  by  a small  sewage  works  serving  the 
built-up  area  of  the  village  and  Beare  Green. 

COLDHARBOUR 

No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  sewering  of  this 
village. 

CHARLWOOD 

The  villages  of  Chaiiwood  and  Lowfield  Heath  have  sewerage  systems 
which  eventually  discharge  to  the  Horley  Sewage  Works  for  treatment. 

HOLMWOOD  AND  NEWDIGATE 

The  preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Holmwood  and 
Newdigate  proceeded  during  the  year,  and  various  sites  were  purchased 
for  the  construction  of  pumping  stations.  Owing  to  economic  circum- 
stances the  Council  were  unable  to  obtain  tenders  for  the  work  during 
the  year. 

HORLEY 

A scheme  for  renewing  and  enlarging  certain  sections  of  sewer  in  the 
Lee  Street  area  was  approved. 

IRONSBOTTOM 

No  further  progress  has  been  achieved  towards  the  sewering  of 
this  area. 
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OCKLEY 

The  Parish  of  Ockley  is  served  by  two  small  sewage  works.  There 
was  no  extension  to  the  present  system  during  the  year. 

WOTTON 

An  extension  to  the  main  sewer  at  Abinger  was  constructed  in  the 
Hollow  Lane  area  to  serve  20  premises. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  remaining  parishes  which  have  no  system  of  main  drainage  or  sewage 
disposal,  depend  upon  privately  owned  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  in  respect  of 
which  the  Council  provides  a cesspool  cleansing  service  on  the  following  basis. 

The  Council  undertakes  on  Vv^ritten  request  to  carry  out  without  charge: — 

(a)  Six  emptyings  per  annum  in  cases  of  cesspools  having  a capacity  of 
2,000  gallons  or  more. 

(b)  The  removal  of  up  to  a maximum  of  12,000  gallons  per  annum  in  cases 
of  cesspools  having  a capacity  of  less  than  2,000  gallons. 

(c)  The  Council  will  empty  cesspools  in  excess  of  the  number  permitted  in 
(a)  and  (b)  above,  for  which  a charge  is  made,  and  subject  to  the  avail- 
ability of  vehicles  and  staff. 

PAIL  CLOSETS 

During  the  year  58  premises  continued  to  have  their  pail  closets  emptied 
on  a weekly  basis  by  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Ltd.,  Botley, 
Southampton. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Greater  London  Council,  who  are  now  responsible  for  refuse  disposal 
in  the  London  area,  continued  to  tip  household  refuse  in  a ‘worked  out’  sandpit 
in  the  Parish  of  Buckland. 

The  general  operation  of  the  tip  was  reasonably  satisfactory  when  operations 
were  resumed  early  in  the  year. 

Planning  permission  was  granted  for  additional  area  of  land  to  be  used  for 
tipping,  and  towards  the  end  of  this  year  the  area  was  rapidly  becoming  filled. 
At  present  this  tip  is  used  by  the  Rural  District  Council  for  disposing  of  pulver- 
ised refuse. 

During  the  year  negotiations  were  concluded  with  neighbouring  authorities, 
namely:  Borough  of  Reigate  and  Caterham  and  Warlingham  U.D.C.  for  the 
use  of  a tip  in  South  Nutfield. 

So  far  as  the  Rural  District  is  concerned,  refuse  in  the  parishes  of  Horley, 
Charlwood,  and  Holmwood  is  collected  weekly  and  in  the  remainder  of  the 
district  fortnightly. 

Disposal  of  refuse  from  certain  Western  Parishes  is  to  the  controlled  tip 
owned  and  operated  by  Dorking  Urban  District  Council. 
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RIVERS,  STREAMS,  AND  DITCHES 

During  the  year  the  programme  of  work  to  clear  and  scour  ditches  in  the 
District  was  continued. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  now  no  open-air  swimming  pools  in  the  Rural  District  open  to 
the  public. 

Three  of  the  County  Council’s  schools,  one  in  Horley,  one  in  Charlwood, 
and  one  in  Newdigate  are,  however,  provided  with  open-air  swimming  pools.

Returns  relating  to  the  inspection  of  houses  and  any  necessary  subsequent 
action  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  are  now  submitted  quarterly 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

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OUTWORKERS 

By  Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act,  1961,  an  employer  who  sends  work 
of  certain  prescribed  classes  to  workers  to  be  dealt  with  in  their  own  homes 
is  required  to  send  a list  of  such  works  to  the  Council  in  February  and  August 
of  each  year,  and  failure  to  do  so  involves  a penalty  upon  conviction.  During 
1969  there  were  eleven  outworkers  in  the  Rural  District. 

5.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report  contains  information  on  the 
work  done  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  premises  used  in  the  preparation 
of  food,  with  the  inspection  of  food  and  with  the  supervision  of  stores  and 
sale  of  ice-cream. 


ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD 

The  Surrey  County  Council  administer  the  Sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1958,  dealing  with  the  adulteration  of  food.  I am  indebted  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  information  that  a total  of  70  samples  were 
taken  in  this  district  and  submitted  for  analysis  in  1970.  Of  these,  21  were  of 
milk  and  the  remainder  of  miscellaneous  articles  of  foodstuffs.  All  were  satis- 
factory with  the  exception  of  one  sample  each  of  milk,  meat,  sausages,  yoghourt, 
and  two  soft  drinks.

The  tables  on  pages  21  and  28  show  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  during  1970,  classified  according  to  disease,  age,  and  sex,  and 
by  parish. 
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SCARLET  FEVER 

Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
eight  in  the  previous  year.  The  incidence  rate  was  0T3  per  1,000  pupolation. 
In  1940  there  were  19  cases,  17  of  which  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with  eight  in  the 
previous  year.  The  incidence  rate  was  0-09  per  1,000  population. 


MEASLES 

Sixty-four  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with  seven  last  year.  The 
incidence  rate  was  2-01  per  1,000  population. 


FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  18  notifications  of  food  poisoning  in  1970  compared  with  12  in 
1969.  There  were  four  isolated  cases  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium,  four  cases  of 
Salmonella  Thompson,  three  occurring  in  one  family,  two  cases  in  the  same 
family  of  Salmonella  Bredeney,  and  two  isolated  cases  of  Salmonella  Enteritidis. 
One  case  each  of  Salmonella  Reading,  Bovis  morbificans,  Derby  and  Senften- 
berg  were  notified.  The  remaining  two  cases  were  not  identified. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER 

No  case  of  Paratyphoid  B was  notified  during  the  year. 

DYSENTERY 

Seventy  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  17  in  1969. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Notification  and  Mortality 

Two  notifications  of  tuberculosis  were  received  from  medical  practitioners 
concerning  residents  of  the  District  in  whom  the  disease  was  recognised  for  the 
first  time. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1940  there  were  28  new  cases  notified  and 
eight  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis. 

In  the  Table  below  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  since  1934  have  been 
tabulated.  The  number  of  deaths  is  also  included.

Chest  Diseases  Care  Committee

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  year  1970  is  noteworthy  because  during  this  year  the  work  of  the 
department,  in  common  with  other  departments,  was  subjected  to  an  Organis- 
ation and  Method  review  by  officers  of  the  Surrey  County  Council.  The  com- 
pilation of  their  report  caused  not  a little  heart-searching,  but  in  its  appraisal 
of  the  work  and  methods  of  the  public  health  inspectors  it  was  sympathetic. 
The  report  commented  that  ‘the  work  could  be  grouped,  broadly  speaking, 
under  three  main  aspects:  public  relations,  technical  duties,  and  clerical,  and 
stressed  that  the  most  important  public  relations  aspect  was  the  frequent 
personal  contact  between  the  public  and  the  staff;  that  much  Public  Health 
and  Housing  work  can  be  accomplished  by  tactful  persuasion  and  good  relations 
rather  than  by  compulsion’,  and  it  was  gratifying  that  the  O & M team  saw  our 
work  in  this  way.  One  recommendation  of  the  O & M review  which  was 
accepted  by  the  Council  was  to  provide  each  public  health  inspector  with  a 
non-qualified  assistant  who  could,  under  instruction,  relieve  the  Public  Health 
inspectors  of  a considerable  amount  of  non-technical  routine  work.  With  the 
passing  of  time  we  have  been  able  to  assess  just  how  valuable  this  suggestion 
was  and  how  well  it  has  worked  in  practice. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the  public  health  inspectors  is  the  lowest 
for  five  years  and  reflects  the  fact  that  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  depart- 
ment was  one  public  health  inspector  short.  Even  so  the  figures  reflect  the 
activities  of  a busy  Public  Health  Department.  It  used  to  be  thought  that  the 
‘rural’  public  health  inspector  lead  a quieter  life  than  his  Urban  counterpart, 
but  if  this  is  so  it  has  not  been  my  experience  in  the  Dorking  and  Horley 
Rural  District! 

By  the  time  this  report  is  printed  Dr.  T.  Plumley  will  no  longer  be  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  rural  district,  and  in  expressing  appreciation  of  all  his 
help  and  encouragement  my  staff  and  I wish  to  record  our  best  wishes  to  him 
in  his  new  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Borough  of  Epsom 
& Ewell.  Although  Dr.  E.  G.  Jackson  who  succeeds  Dr.  Plumley  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  will  not  take  up  his  post  until  October  18th,  1971,  we  are 
already  conscious  of  his  interest  in  us  and  look  forward  to  his  participation  in 
our  affairs  in  the  cause  of  environmental  health. 

The  active  support  and  encouragement  of  all  members  of  the  Council  and 
especially  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  is  gratefully  acknowledged; 
to  the  other  chief  officers  of  the  Council  my  best  thanks  for  all  their  help  and 
assistance,  and  finally  to  all  members  of  my  staff  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  way  they  have  supported  me  and  for  their  whole-hearted  participation  in 
the  field  of  Public  Health.

MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS,  1963 
Charlwood  Slaughterhouse 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations  no  carcase  may  leave  the  slaughter- 
house for  sale  for  human  consumption  unless  it  has  been  inspected  and  stamped 
with  the  Inspector’s  official  mark.  For  this  purpose  the  Council  makes  a charge  of : 

2/6  per  horse  or  bovine  animal 
9d.  per  calf  or  pig 

^ 6d.  per  sheep,  lamb,  or  goat 

During  the  year  a sum  of  £291  10s.  3d.  was  charged  for  the  inspection  of 
carcases. 

So  far  as  conditions  in  the  slaughterhouse  are  concerned,  constant  vigilance 
and  attention  to  detail  has  successfully  minimised  the  nuisance  or  inconvenience 
which  a busy  slaughterhouse  situated  in  the  middle  of  the  village  could  so 
easily  entail.

* Cysticercus  bovis  is  a cyst  which  develops  in  the  masculature  of  bovine  animals,  and  if 
eaten  by  man  in  uncooked  or  undercooked  beef  it  will  cause  infection  by  the  tape- 
worm Taenia  Saginata.  The  cyst  in  bovine  animals  is  acquired  by  contamination  of  the 
pasturage  with  untreated  sewage  containing  the  ovae  of  the  tape-worm. 

The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  by  spreading  over  agricultural  land  can  be  a contributory 
factor  in  the  spread  of  infection  by  cysticercus  bovis  in  grazing  cattle.  The  fact  that  it 
was  found  necessary  to  condemn  parts  of  18  cattle  for  cysticercus  bovis  underlines  the 
danger  from  indiscriminate  dumping  of  cesspool  contents. 

It  is  very  gratifying  from  a public  health  point  of  view  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  disposal 
of  cesspool  contents  by  crude  tipping  in  the  rural  area  has  virtually  ceased.  The  tips  at 
Green’s  Copse,  Newdigate  and  Stanhill,  Charlwood  are  not  now  in  use,  and  the  Engineer 
& Surveyor  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  attainment  of  an  ideal — always  sought  but  only 
reached  with  difficulty. 

The  Council  is  fortunate  in  the  service  rendered  by  the  Meat  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  Eagles. 
This  service,  which  is  unspectacular,  often  performed  under  difficult  circumstances,  is  vital 
in  the  protection  of  meat  supplies  to  the  public,  Mr.  Eagles  discharges  his  duty  quietly, 
efficiently,  and  with  a willingness  at  all  times  which  could  hardly  be  bettered. 

UNSOUND  FOOD 

The  amount  of  unsound  food  condemned  during  the  year  was  considerably 
less  than  in  1969,  but  the  principle  reasons  for  the  unfitness  of  canned  foodstuffs 
are  burst,  blown  or  leaky  tins,  and  in  other  foodstuffs,  decomposition.

FOOD  COMPLAINTS  AND  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 
No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  1970. 

The  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Council  did,  however,  receive  ten 
complaints  during  the  year  in  connection  with  food  which  was  alleged  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  in  each  case  these  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  his  report.  The  Council  considered  all  the  cases  but  no 
legal  proceedings  were  instituted,  although  severe  warning  letters  were  sent  to 
all  the  manufacturers  or  retailers  concerned. 
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HOUSING 


Time  and  Place  Notices  under  Section  16  Housing  Act  1957 

Section  16,  Housing  Act  1957,  provides  that  where  a local  authority  on  the 
consideration  of  a report  from  any  of  their  officers  or  other  confirmation  in 
their  possession  are  satisfied  that  a house  is  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  is 
not  capable  at  a reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered  fit,  they  shall  serve  upon 
the  person  having  control  of  the  house,  upon  any  owner,  and  every  mortgagee 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  condition  of  the  house  will  be  con- 
sidered and  any  offer  with  respect  to  the  carrying  out  of  works  or  the  future 
use  of  the  house  which  he  may  wish  to  submit  will  be  considered. 

Under  this  section  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  the  following  dwellings. 

'The  Gate  House\  56  High  Street,  Horley.  Formal  proceedings  discontinued 
following  decision  by  Council  to  acquire  site  as  part  of  new  car  park  project.

Time  and  Place  Notices  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act  1964 

Note. — This  Section  provides  that  a tenant  may  make  representations  to  the 
local  authority  that  the  dwelling  lacks  the  standard  amenities. 

If  the  local  authority  is  satisfied  (a)  that  the  person  making  the  representation 
is  a tenant,  (b)  that  the  dwelling  is  capable  at  reasonable  expense  of  improve- 
ment to  the  full  standard,  or  if  not,  capable  of  improvement  at  reasonable 
expense  to  the  reduced  standard,  (c)  that  it  is  unlikely  to  be  improved  either  to 
the  full  or  reduced  standard  unless  the  Council  exercise  their  powers  under  this 
section,  and  (d)  that  the  dwelling  after  being  so  improved  will  be  fit  for  human 
habitation  and  will  be  likely  subject  to  normal  maintenance  to  remain  in  that 
condition  for  use  as  a dwelling  for  a period  of  not  less  than  15  years;  they  may 
serve  a preliminary  notice  on  the  owner,  lessee  or  mortgagee  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  heard  when  the  local  authority’s  proposals  are  discussed  in 
accordance  with  the  notice. 

Thirteen  Preliminary  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  the  following  dwellings. 
121  Albert  Road,  Horley 

Formal  Representation  was  received  from  the  tenant  under  Section  19  for 
the  provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities.

The  owners  of  this  property  were  advised  of  the  representation  and  the 
Public  Health  Department  prepared  a scheme  of  improvements.

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Committee  and  as  a result  of  this  meeting  the  owner  intimated  that  he  was 
prepared  to  sell  the  dwelling  to  the  Council.  Negotiations  are  at  present  taking 
place  with  the  District  Valuer  in  this  respect.

Formal  Representation  was  received  from  the  elderly  tenant  of  the  above 
premises  for  the  provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities.

Owner  informed  of  the  representation  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
prepared  a scheme  of  improvements.

As  a result  a formal 
Undertaking  was  received  and  an  Improvement  Grant  application  made.  This 
Grant  was  duly  approved  and  when  the  works  are  completed  the  premises  will 
come  up  to  the  full  standard. 

Improvement  grant  provides  for  bathroom,  internal  W.C.,  hot  water  installa- 
tion, drainage,  electrical  services  and  all  repairs.  To  date  no  work  has  yet 
commenced.

Department  prepared  a scheme  of  improvements.  A Time  and  Place  Notice 
was  served  on  the  owners  inviting  them  to  attend  the  Public  Health  Committee 
meeting.  As  a result  of  the  owners’  appearance  at  the  meeting  it  was  proposed 
to  put  their  properties  on  the  market  for  sale,  but  in  the  meantime  the  Council 
would  consider  their  purchase.  This  was  agreed  and  accordingly  negotiations 
were  started  with  the  District  Valuer. 

However,  during  this  time  the  cottages  were  sold  privately,  and  the  Council 
is  at  present  awaiting  the  receipt  of  improvement  Grant  applications  from  the 
new  owner.  When  the  improvements  have  been  carried  out  these  premises  will 
comply  with  the  full  standard. 

During  the  process  of  these  negotiations  the  elderly  tenant  occupying  No.  6 
Meath  Green  Lane  died,  and  consequently  the  property  became  vacant. 

No.  2 Spicers  Villas,  Charlwood 

Representation  was  received  from  the  tenant  of  the  above  property  for  the 
provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities. 
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(a)  Fixed  bath  or  shower  in  bathroom 

(b)  Wash  hand  basin 

(c)  Flot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  fixed  bath  or  shower 

(d)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  wash  hand  basin 

(e)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  sink 

(f)  Internal  W.C. 

(g)  Food  storage  arrangements 

The  owner  was  advised  of  the  representation  and  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment prepared  a scheme  of  improvements.  A Time  and  Place  Notice  was 
served  on  the  owner  inviting  her  to  attend  the  Public  Health  Committee.  As  a 
result  of  this  meeting  the  owner  gave  a formal  Undertaking  to  improve  this 
property,  and  since  that  time  an  Improvement  Grant  application  has  been 
received  and  approved  in  the  sum  of  £450. 

The  Improvement  Grant  works  are  at  present  in  progress,  and  when  com- 
pleted will  satisfy  the  full  standard. 

No.  I Sandpit  Cottages,  Buckland 

Formal  representations  were  received  from  the  tenant  of  the  above  property 
for  the  provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities. 

(a)  Provision  of  bathroom  and  internal  W.C. 

(b)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply 

(c)  Satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food 

The  owner  was  informed  of  the  receipt  of  the  representations,  and  the 
Public  Health  Department  prepared  a scheme  of  improvements  similar  to  those 
being  adopted  at  Nos.  4 & 5 Sandpit  Cottages.  A Time  and  Place  Notice  was 
served  on  the  owner  for  attendance  at  the  Public  Health  Committee.  Corres- 
pondence was  received  from  the  owner’s  agents  to  the  effect  that  they  did  not 
agree  with  the  scheme  put  forward  by  the  Council,  but  would  prefer  to  adopt  a 
scheme  of  their  own,  i.e.  the  conversion  of  Nos.  1 & 2 Sandpit  Cottages  to  form 
one  dwelling. 

The  Committee  however  authorised  the  service  of  an  Immediate  Improvement 
Notice  requiring  the  work  to  be  carried  out  within  a period  of  12  months. 

Lauristinus,  Walliswood 

Formal  representations  were  received  from  the  tenant  of  the  above  premises 
for  the  provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities. 

(a)  Fixed  bath  or  shower  in  bathroom 

(b)  Wash  hand  basin 

(c)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  fixed  bath  or  shower 

(d)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  wash  hand  basin 

(e)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  at  sink 

(f)  Internal  W.C. 

The  owner  was  advised  of  the  representations  and  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment prepared  a scheme  of  improvements.  Upon  inspection  of  the  premises 
it  was  found That  the  drainage  facilities  provided  were  inadequate  and  that  the 
construction  of  a new  cesspool  would  be  required.  A Notice  under  Section  39 
of  the  Public  Flealth  Act  1936  was  served  on  the  owner  requiring  him  to  carry 
out  this  work  within  a period  of  70  days. 

A Time  and  Place  Notice  was  also  served  on  the  owner  inviting  him  to  attend 
the  Committee  meeting.  Consequently  the  Council  authorised  the  service  of 
an  Immediate  Improvement  Notice.  It  was  understood  that  the  owner  was 
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awaiting  the  outcome  of  Court  proceedings  to  obtain  possession  of  the  property 
and  when  this  had  been  completed  then  he  would  proceed  with  the  improvements 
and  construction  of  cesspool. 

No.  2 Raw  son  Cottages,  Cape  I 

Formal  Representation  was  received  from  the  tenant  of  the  above  for  the 
provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities. 

(a)  Fixed  bath  or  shower  in  bathroom 

(b)  Wash  hand  basin 

(c)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  bath  or  shower 

(d)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  wash  hand  basin 

(e)  Internal  W.C. 

The  owner  was  notified  of  the  representation  and  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment prepared  a brief  scheme  of  improvements.  As  a result  the  owner  was 
invited  by  a Time  and  Place  Notice  to  attend  the  Public  Health  Committee  to 
make  any  observations,  and  he  agreed  to  improve  the  property.  An  application 
for  a Standard  Improvement  Grant  was  received  and  subsequently  approved 
in  the  sum  of  £175.  The  works  are  still  in  progress  but  when  completed  the 
premises  will  comply  with  the  full  standard. 

Improvement  grant  works  include  the  provision  of  ail  the  above. 

Nos.  4 & 5 Sandpit  Cottages,  Buckland 

Formal  Representations  received  from  the  tenants  of  these  cottages  for  the 
provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities. 

(a)  Fixed  bath  or  shower  in  bathroom 

(b)  Wash  hand  basin 

(c)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  bath 

(d)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  wash  hand  basin 

(e)  Internal  W.C. 

The  owner  was  notified  of  these  representations  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  prepared  a scheme  of  improvements  for  both  cottages.  As  a result 
the  owners  were  invited  by  Time  and  Place  Notices  to  attend  the  Public  Health 
Committee  to  discuss  the  proposals.  In  view  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  works 
the  owners  were  not  willing  to  give  an  Undertaking  to  improve  the  premises, 
and  the  Council  suggested  that  perhaps  further  estimates  should  be  obtained. 
Nothing  further  was  heard  and  the  Council  authorised  the  service  of  an  Imme- 
diate Improvement  Notice  requiring  that  the  work  be  carried  out  within  a 
period  of  twelve  months. 

The  owners,  however,  did  submit  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
which  were  duly  approved  to  the  maximum  of  £1,000  in  each  case. 

The  properties  will  be  brought  up  to  the  full  standard,  but  to  date  no  work 
has  yet  commenced. 

Improvement  Grant  work  includes  single  storey  extension  to  form  bathroom 
and  W.C.  drainage  works  and  all  works  of  repair,  etc. 

Leigh  Cottage,  Leigh 

Formal  representation  was  received  from  the  tenant  of  the  above  premises 
for  the  provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities. 

(a)  Fixed  bath  or  shower  in  bathroom 

(b)  Wash  hand  basin 

(c)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  fixed  bath  or  shower 

(d)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  wash  hand  basin 

(e)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  sink 

(f)  Internal  W.C. 
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The  owner  was  advised  of  the  representation,  and  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment prepared  a scheme  of  improvements.  The  owner  was  invited  by  way  of  a 
Time  and  Place  Notice  to  attend  the  Public  Health  Committee  to  make  his 
observations.  The  owner  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  works 
were  too  high  and  would  seek  further  estimates.  No  estimates  were  obtained 
and  no  formal  Undertaking  given,  and  as  a result  the  Council  authorised  the 
service  of  an  Immediate  Improvement  Notice. 


No.  60  Charlesfield  Road,  H or  ley 

Representation  was  received  from  the  tenant  of  the  above  for  the  provision 
of  the  following  standard  amenities. 

(a)  Fixed  bath  in  bathroom 

(b)  Wash  hand  basin 

(c)  Hot  and  Cold  water  supply  to  sink 

(d)  Internal  W.C. 

The  owner  was  advised  of  the  representation  and  a scheme  of  improvements 
drawn  up.  A Time  and  Place  Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  inviting  him  to 
attend  the  meeting. 

During  this  time  the  premises  were  sold  on  the  open  market  and  the  new 
owner  gave  the  Council  a formal  Undertaking  that  the  improvements  would  be 
carried  out. 

An  Improvement  Grant  application  was  received  and  duly  approved.  The 
works  are  now  in  progress  and  the  premises  will  comply  with  the  full  standard 
on  completion. 

Improvement  Grant  works  include  provision  of  bathroom/W.C.,  damp- 
proofing works,  and  all  essential  repairs. 


No.  3 Victoria  Place,  Charlwood 

Representations  were  received  from  the  elderly  tenants  of  the  above  premises 
for  the  provision  of  the  following  standard  amenities. 

(a)  Provision  of  bathroom  and  all  amenities 

(b)  Water  Closet 

On  inspection  of  this  property  it  was  found  that  additional  numerous  works 
would  be  required  and  it  was  also  noted  that  although  the  main  sewer  was 
available  this  property  was  served  by  a bucket  closet.  Accordingly  notice  was 
served  on  the  owner  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  requiring 
the  conversion  of  the  bucket  closet.  A scheme  of  improvements  was  drawn  up 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  owner  advised  of  the  representations. 
Subsequently  a Time  and  Place  Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  inviting  him 
to  attend  the  meeting. 

It  was  then  found  that  the  tenant  was  only  concerned  with  the  provision 
of  a water  closet  and  hot  and  cold  water  supply  to  the  kitchen  sink,  and  the 
owner  gave  a formal  Undertaking  to  this  effect.  An  Improvement  Grant 
application  was  received  and  has  been  approved  in  the  sum  of  £197.  On  com- 
pletion of  these  improvements  the  property  will  be  improved  to  the  reduced 
standard. 

Improvement  Grant  works  include  provision  of  water  closet,  drainage  and 
hot  and  cold  water  supply  to  sink.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  came  into  operation  in  1963,  and  requires  that  all  premises  where 
cats  or  dogs  are  boarded  for  business  purposes  shall  be  licensed  by  the  local 
authority,  who  may  impose  conditions  relating  to  the  types  of  accommodation, 
feeding  facilities,  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease,  and  precautions 
against  fire. 

The  local  authority  may  make  a charge  not  exceeding  £2  for  the  licence, 
and  during  the  year  16  licences  were  issued  and  fees  amounting  to  £32  were 
paid. 


GATWICK  AIRPORT 


The  Department  continues  to  provide  a 24-hour  service,  seven  days  a week, 
52  weeks  a year  for  the  inspection  of  imported  food,  and  routine  submission 
of  samples  to  the  public  analyst  is  now  an  established  procedure.  The  amount 
of  imported  food  examined  at  Gatwick  Airport  during  the  year  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  is  set  out  below.

‘No  bacteria  of  the  Salmonella,  Shigella,  anaerobic  or  other  pathogenic 
groups  isolated. 


‘Cultures  yielded  a heavy  growth  of  Serratia  marcescens  and  Proteus  species. 
Both  of  these  organisms  are  contaminants  of  water  and  foodstuffs  and  could 
cause  food  spoilage. 


‘The  total  bacterial  count  is  high  but  is  considered  to  be  acceptable.  Spoilage 
of  the  pate  due  to  growth  of  these  organisms  may,  however,  be  rapid.’ 


Cauliflower  in  Vinegar  (Holland) 

Sulphur  dioxide:  2,300  parts  per  million,  and  consisted  of  cauliflower  in  a 
vinegar  containing  4-4  per  cent  acetic  acid. 

‘Pickles  are  allowed  to  contain  100  parts  per  million  of  sulphur  dioxide  when 
sold  by  retail.  If  this  article  is  to  be  sold  without  further  processing  then  the 
proportion  of  sulphur  dioxide  present  contravenes  the  Preservatives  in  Food 
Regulations.’ 

Dill  Seeds— Chillies  (Nairobi) 

‘The  objects  consisted  of  dill  seeds  coated  with  sugar  and  were  probably  a 
form  of  sweet  used  in  the  area  of  production  of  the  chillies.’ 

Apple  Turnover  (Pastry)  (U.S.A.) 

‘The  pastry  contained  traces  of  butylated  hydroxyanisole,  a permitted  anti- 
oxidant for  use  in  fats  and  declared  in  the  list  of  ingredients  as  “freshness 
preserver”.  The  amount  present  was  less  than  the  maximum  allowed  by  the 
Anti-oxidant  in  Food  Regulations  1966  on  the  proportion  of  fat  present. 

‘No  organo-chlorine  pestieides  were  detected  in  the  apple  puree. 

The  Public  Analyst  suggested  that  ‘some  indication  should  be  given  to  the 
purchaser  that  the  article  consists  of  ingredients  to  prepare  the  apple  turnover 
by  the  inclusion  of  the  expression  “Ready  to  make”  on  the  carton.  The  article 
was  fit  for  consumption.’ 
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Dough  (Sierra  Leone) 

‘The  sample  consisted  of  dough  made  from  flour  resembling  cassava  flour. 
Fermentation  had  occurred  and  a trace  of  alcohol  was  present. 

‘No  toxic  ingredients  were  detected,  and  in  my  opinion  the  dough  is  fit  for 
consumption.’ 


A consignment  of  assorted  leaves  was  imported  through  Gatwick  Airport 
during  the  year  and  this  consisted  of  the  following: —

A notice  was  served  on  the  importer  under  Regulation  9 (para.  2)  of  the 
Imported  Food  Regulations  requiring  the  consignment  to  be  detained  for  a 
period  of  four  days  pending  the  report  of  the  Public  Analyst  on  samples  which 
had  been  submitted  to  him. 

Satisfactory  reports  were,  however,  received  from  the  Analyst  and  conse- 
quently the  consignment  was  released. 

The  Department  has  continued  to  provide  facilities  for  the  disinsection  of 
aircraft  in  accordance  with  World  Health  Organisation  standards,  and  as 
required  by  certain  overseas  territories,  namely,  America,  Canada,  India,  and 
Pakistan.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Details  of  visits  to  Offices  and  Shops  during  the  year  are  contained  in  the 
following  copy  of  the  report  to  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity. 

Inspection 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act  during  the  year  was 
virtually  unchanged  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Unfortunately,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  whose  duties  included  the 
inspection  of  offices  and  shops,  left  the  employment  of  the  Council,  and  up  to 
the  time  of  writing  this  Report  only  one  replacement  has  been  made,  and  as  a 
result  the  number  of  inspections  has  been  very  limited.

The  principle  difficulties 
arose,  however,  in  relation  to  Gatwick  Airport,  in  so  far  as  the  offices  at  the 
Airport  are  subjected  to  considerable  noise  and  fumes  from  aircraft,  and  on 
some  occasions  excessively  high  temperatures  owing  to  the  large  expanse  of 
glass  used  in  the  construction  of  the  offices.
